The  Fourth  of  July  "Whing  Ding"  celebration  was  moved 
from  the  Common  to  the  former  "fair  grounds"  on  the  Hancock 
Road.  It  was  a  big  success. 

The  New  England  Camping  Conference  was  held  at  Camp 
Union.  This  is  Region  1  of  the  American  Camping  Association. 

Henry  Gibbons  was  oppointed  permanent  Postmaster  here. 
Peter  E.  Brown  won  state  championship  in  Grange  talent 
contest,  placing  him  in  national  competition  at  Hartford. 

Tri-Town  Kindergarten  received  special  recognition  by  State 
Day  Care  Director. 

A  section  of  Greenfield  mountains  woodland  was  included  in 
a  gift  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Laurence  K.  Marshall  of  Wapack  Na- 
tional Wildlife  Refuge  on  Pack  Monadnock  Mountain. 

Town  Tax  rate,  after  review  by  State  Tax  Commission,  was 
set  at  $3.00  per  hundred,  an  increase  of  $  .60.  (School  $2.00; 
County  .16;  Operating  Exp.  .84). 

A  major  fire  destroyed  the  barn  of  Raymond  Ouellette  on 
Russell  Station  Road,  with  serious  loss  of  valuable  exotic  birds. 

Town  purchased  truck  from  Army  Surplus,  which  was  im- 
mediately put  to  use. 

Selectman  George  P.  Foster,  who  was  about  to  enter  the 
third  year  of  his  term  of  office,  resigned  shortly  before  ToMm 
Meeting.  This  led  to  the  election  of  George  Kendall  to  fill  unex- 
pired term. 

A  drive  was  opened  for  recycling  bottles  and  cans  in  keeping 
with  Ecology  effort. 

Pre-Town  Meetings  were  instituted  to  acquaint  persons  with 
the  meaning  and  reasons  for  Articles  in  the  Warrant,  thus  re- 
ducing time  needed  for  debate  on  the  floor. 

Waldo  Stone  of  Camp  Union  was  accorded  highest  honors 
at  National  Camping  Association  Convention  at  Philadelphia. 

Largest  turnout  of  voters  in  the  memory  of  living  residents 
recorded  at  last  fall's  election.  392  ballots  cast,  including  ab- 
sentees. For  first  time  residents  from  18  to  21  voted. 


Morgan  Memorial  discontinued  local  pickups  because  of 
costs  involved. 

Elise  Coughlin  sold  red  house  on  Forest  Road  to  Phili]^ 
Martus. 

A  broadcast  request  lor  old  Greenfield  pictures  brought  a 
good  response  from  near  and  far,  stimulating  thoughts  of  some- 
day having  our  o^vn  Historical  Society. 

Brenda  Stacy  won  gold  and  silver  medals  at  New  Hampshire 
Special  Olympics  and  competed  in  the  UCLA  Special  Olympics 
in  California. 

Virginia  Brenner  won  top  state  honor,  with  a  silver  medal, 
for  her  essay  "They  Settled  New  Hampshire"  in  national  com- 
petition sponsored  by  the  D.A.R. 

Units  of  Brownies  and  Cub  Scouts  were  organized. 

First  payment  undei-  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Program  re- 
ceived, indicating  annual  expectation  of  about  $15,000  each  year 
for  5  years. 

We  do  not  have  statistics,  but  1972  was  a  most  unusual  one 
weatherwise,  being  one  of  the  wettest  and  coldest  in  the  memory 
of  most  of  us. 

Welcome  House  doubled  the  sales  and  display  area  of  its 
store. 

Crotched  Mountain  Center  instituted  an  ended  school  year 
in  September.  This  new  program  provides  for  4  quarters  of  9- 
weeks  each,  thus  permitting  a  summer  curriculimi,  and  with 
school  vacations  interspersed.  Also,  the  Adult  Treatment  Center 
was  converted  to  a  school  building,  and  business  offices  moved  to 
Administration  Building.  Mr.  Harry  Gregg,  founder  of  the  Cen- 
ter, passed  away.  The  Center  had  been  his  permanent  home. 

A  house  was  mo\ed  from  Peterborough  to  Cavender  Road, 
Greenfield,  from  the  vicinity  of  the  old  railroad  station. 

The  razing  of  Bo^ves'  greenhouse  on  Forest  Road  was  com- 
pleted. 

A  new  activity  has  developed  rapidly  in  recent  years,  — 
snowmobiles.  There  are  approximaely  45  of  these  in  Greenfield. 
Crotched  Mountain  Ridge  Runners,  the  local  club,  has  a  total 
membership  of  56  of  which  32  are  in  Greenfield.

Meeting  opened  at  10:30  a.m.  moderator  Frank  A.  Hop- 
kins with  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  salute  to  the  flag.  Doris  Belcher 
supervisor  of  the  checklist  read  the  cliecklist  listing  441  legal 
voters  in  the  town.

274  votes,  therefore  elected  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

Overseer  of  Public  W^elfare:  Hazel  Q.  Cary  had  126  votes, 
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and  Diane  Naylor  had  168  votes,  therefore  Diane  Naylor  was 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year.

#1  Question  w^s  —  Beach  Regulation,  restricting  town 
beaches  to  the  use  of  Greenfield  residents  and  tax  payers.  Town 
providing  car  stickers  for  those  entitled  to  such  privileges,  and 
lising  restriction  on  such  use. 

This  question  passed  with  238  yes  votes  and  only  50  no  votes. 

#2  Question  was  —  Regulation  for  establishment  and  regula- 
tion of  Recreational  camps,  as  authorized  in  zoning  ordinance 
section  111-B  Paragraph  5.  This  article  defines  recreational 
vehicles,  regulates  the  establishment  thereof  the  procedure  and 
required  permits  establishes  codes  of  conduct  of  managment  and 
tenants,  and  protects  the  town  against  claims. 

This  question  passed  with  201  yes  votes  and  61  no  votes. 

#3  Question  was  —  Mobile  home  park  regulations  (Part  B 
only) .  This  article  established  regulations  regarding  the  size  of 
both  the  park  and  the  individual  lots,  layout,  roads,  foundations 
grounds  keeping,  green  strips  etc. 

This  question  was  passed  with  187  yes  votes  and  85  no  votes.

It  was  voted  in  the 
affirmative  to  give  the  raises.  Moderator  returned  to  article  2. 

Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  120,255.00  for  the  maintenance  of  the  town  listed  under 
article  and  any  other  charges  arising  within  the  town.  Voted  in 
the  affirmative. 

Art.  3.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  accept  the  article 
as  printed,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  4.  Voted  to  accept  reports.  Bruce  Brenner  member  o! 
tiie  Sewer  Commission  gave  a  report  of  the  study  as  to  date.  Mar- 
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jorie  Aiken  trustee  of  trust  funds  made  a  correction  in  their  re- 
ports. 

Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  5.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $17,000.00  for  Summer  roads  and  $17,000.00  for  Snow- 
Roads.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  6.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,500.00  for  tarring  $1,000.00  for  dust  control  and 
$747.35  providing  the  state  contributes  $4,982.31  for  Betterment 
and  construction  of  Class  4  and  5  highways.  Voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 

Art.  7.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  accept  this  article  on 
Scenic  roads.  Payne  explained  what  is  meant  by  Scenic  roads, 
after  much  discussion  this  article  was  accepted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  8.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5,000.00  payment  toward  purchase  of  new  road 
grader  as  authorized  by  the  special  town  meeting  on  the  8th  day 
of  June  last.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  9.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  pass  over  tlie  article. 
Voted  in  the  Affirmative. 

Art.  10.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $125.00  for  one  year  of  Pine  Blister  Rust  Con- 
trol.

Memorial  Library.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  18.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  |5,000.00  for  repairs  the  Town  Hall  roof,  to 
paint  town  house,  and  to  maintain  the  grounds.  After  much  dis- 
cussion on  this  article  it  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  19.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  accept  the  article 
as  printed,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  20.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  accept  article  as 
printed  requiring  the  issuance  of  building  permits  —  by  provid- 
ing a  fine  of  $50.00  for  each  violation  —  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  21.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200.00  for  Town  Poor.  Voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 

Art.  22.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $377.00  to  support  the  services  of  the  Monad- 
nock  Community  Visiting  Nurses  Association.  Voted  in  the  affirm- 
ative. 

Art.  23.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $317.00  for  support  of  Mental  Health  service 
program  of  Monadnock  Family  and  Mental  Health  Service.  Voted 
in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  24.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,400.00  for  care  of  the  town  dump.  Voted  in 
the  affirmative. 

Art.  25.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  pass  over  the  article. 
Paul  Fraser  read  to  the  voters  the  great  growth  of  the  Snowmo- 
biles in  N.H.  and  all  States  and  felt  an  ordinance  should  be  ac- 
cepted in  the  town  of  Greenfield  for  all  off-the  road  recreational 
vehicles.  None  in  the  town  between  the  hours  of  11:00  p.m.  and 
7.00  a.m.  and  invoke  a  penalty  of  $25.00  for  each  violation. 

Mr.  Charles  Burrage  of  the  State  park  talked  on  this  and 
didn't  see  why  the  local  snowmobile  should  be  punished  until 
there  was  more  reason  than  had  been  stated  in  this  meeting  to 
invoke  this  ordinance.  Mr.  John  Brodie,  Helen  Lambert,  P. 
Spiller,  C.  Burrage  Jr.,  and  Rev.  Benson,  William  Baily  gave  their 
views.  F.  Daniel  Paro  past  president  of  the  Snowmobilers  Club 
also  gave  his  views  and  it  seems  that  at  the  present  time  the  Club 
has  an  excellent  reputation  with  hardly  any  complaints  to  the 
Selectmen  of  our  town.  Before  voting  on  this  article  the  Moder- 
ator Frank  A.  Hopkins  read  the  following  petition.  Motion  be- 
fore the  house  is  to  pass  over  the  article.  Town  of  Greenfield, 
N.H.  dated  2-7-72. 

Pursuant  to  laws  of  the  Legislature  of  1971  Chapter  524.40: 
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4a  (Secret  Ballot.)  "At  any  meeting  of  a  town  Avith  a  population 
of  more  than  five  hundred,  Five  voters  may  make  a  request  in 
writing  prior  to  a  vote  by  voice  vote  or  division  vote  that  the 
vote  be  taken  by  secret  ballot.  Upon  receiving  such  a  re- 
quest, the  moderator  shall  conduct  the  vote  by  Secret  Yes  or  No 
ballot.  At  any  meeting  of  a  town  of  a  population  five  hundred  or 
less  three  voters  may  request  secret  balloting  as  provided  herein." 

We  the  undersigned  voters  of  the  Town  of  Greenfield  hereby 
request  the  moderator  to  conduct  by  secret  ballot  the  vote  on 
Article  25.

The  moderator  had  voliniteers  pass  out  paper  ballots  —  for 
the  voters  to  mark  Yes  or  No,  to  pass  over  the  article.  Motion 
moved  and  seconded  to  dispense  with  the  checklist  after  all  voted 
that  wished  the  moderator  and  Town  Clerk  counted  the  ballots. 

State  of  the  vote:  80  votes  Yes  to  pass  over  the  article,  and  55 
no  votes  not  to  pass  over  the  article.  The  article  was  voted  in  the 
affiiTQative  to  pass  over  the  article  and  I  so  declare  it. 

Art.  26.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  |5,000  for  the  deficiency  fund.  Voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

Art.  27.  Stephen  R.  Payne  selectman  explained  this  article 
was  put  in  by  the  Selectmen  because  of  so  much  imhappiness 
with  the  different  groups  and  organizations  that  hire  the  Town 
Hall.  At  the  present  time  the  fee  is  |5.00  per  day  rental  or  night 
for  tlie  Town  Hall.  The  Grange  rent  had  been  increased  to  $100 
per  year,  which  the  Master  of  the  Grange  stated  was  a  hardship 
for  the  Grange.  Now  the  Selectmen  are  charging  a  S25.00  deposit 

—  afterwards  the  hall  is  checked  by  a  selectman  and  a  $20.00  re- 
fund is  given  to  the  hiring  party  providing  the  hall  is  left  clean. 
This  has  been  working  out  very  well  —  The  general  feeling  of  the 
voters  was  that  all  organization,  groups  and  individuals  should  be 
equally  charged. 

After  much  discussion  the  motion  was  moved  and  seconded 
to  adopt  the  article  as  printed  —  Voted  no.  After  much  more  dis- 
cussion left  the  job  to  the  Selectmen  to  figure  out  a  fair  plan. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  28,  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  pass  over  the  article 

—  Voted  not  to  pass  over  the  article.  After  much  discussion.  New 
motion  moved  and  seconded  to  accept  the  article  as  printed. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  29.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5,000.00  towards  the  preparation  of  a  tax  map  as 
required  by  State  Statute  —  Such  sum  be  placed  in  escrow  until 
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sufficient  to  pay  cost  of  same.  The  Selectmen  reported  it  will 
cost  $25,000.00  to  do  the  job.  Voted  in  affirmative. 

Art.  30.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  pass  over  the  article. 
Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  31.  This  article  to  raise  the  Selectmen's  Salary  |200  each, 
the  Treasurer's  salary  $100  and  the  Town  Clerk's  salary  $100  was 
voted  on  and  voted  in  the  affirmative  before  Art.  2  was  voted  on 
which  included  these  monies,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  32.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  accept  article  as 
printed,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  33.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  that  the  town  will  ac- 
cept this  article  providing  the  State  Engineer  will  accept  this  road 
as  a  class  five  road  —  Mr.  Edward  Conley  and  the  Road  agent 
Dean  Russell  agreed  this  would  be  to  their  liking  and  fair.  Mr. 
Williams,  the  party  that  has  had  this  road  built  said  he  would 
pay  any  charges  that  might  arise  from  having  the  engineer  test  it 
for  acceptance.  The  old  part  of  East  Road  wovild  be  discontinued 
from  new  road  to  Williams'  home  —  also  front  street  so  called  to 
old  New  Boston  Road  —and  new  road  conveyed  to  town  as  a 
public  highway.  Motion  before  the  house  was  passed  in  the  af- 
fiiTTiative,  if  above  provisions  are  kept. 

Art.  34.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  accept  this  article  as 
printed,  voted  in  the  affirmative.

Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  accept  a  study  of 
PROBLEMS  IN  THE  CENTER  OF  OUR  TOWN.  Voted  in 
the  affirmative.  Committee  to  be  Selectmen-highway  agent-  fire- 
chief-and  five  citizens.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Mrs.  P.  Spiller  moved  that  in  the  future  the  town  fathers  be 
directed  to  delete  the  cost  of  any  ensuing  article  from  the  so 
called  article  No.  2  or  the  standard  article  raising,  the  general 
funds  for  running  the  Town  Business.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Motion  moved  and  seconded  that  the  present  Sewer  Com- 
mittee continue  for  one  more  year,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Suggested  that  in  the  future  all  articles  in  the  warrant  have 
the  name  of  the  party  or  parties  that  requested  it  —  follow  each 
article  printed  on  warrant.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  recess  and  continue  the 
counting  of  ballots.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

All  elected  officers  were  sworn  in  by  moderator  Frank  A. 
Hopkins.  Meeting  closed  at  2:30  a.m.

The  Stephenson  Public  Library  announces  the  purchase  of 
121  new  adult  books  for  1973.  These  together  with  the  hundreds 
loaned  to  us  from  the  State  Bookmobile  have  served  our  94  regu- 
lar patrons  very  well.  Adult  patrons  borrowed  1,882  books  during 
the  year.  Sixty-nine  children  borrowed  2,632  books.  Adult  patron- 
age was  increased  by  more  than  50%.  We  have  tried  to  keep  an 
interesting  and  pertinent  display  of  a  particular  feature  each 
month.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

1972  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Planning  Board,  requiring  two 
meetings  per  month  for  a  majority  of  months. 

Three  amendments  were  approved  last  March,  —  a  Beach 
Regulaion,  a  Recreational  Camp  Regulation,  and  a  Mobile 
Home  Park.  Regulation. 

There  was  a  serious  need  for  consolidation  and  re-printing  of 
the  Zoning  Ordinance.  This  was  done  but,  because  of  unavoida- 
ble delays,  it  was  decided  to  postpone  a  printing  until  it  could 
incorporate  any  amendments  approved  at  the  March  1973  vote. 
A  new  consolidated  booklet  should,  therefore,  be  available  not 
long  after  this  Town  Meeting. 

The  new  State  and  Environmental  Protection  Law  became 
effective,  requiring  both  state  and  local  board  approval  of  any 
partition  of  land.  This  Board  approved  five  applications. 

15  approved  Building  Permit  Applications  were  received 
from  the  Selectmen.  These  included  repairs  as  well  as  new  build- 
ings. 

A  beginning  was  made  on  a  Master  Plan,  —  a  long-range  out- 
line to  serve  as  a  basis  for  future  planning  decisions.  Completion 
will  require  several  years.  A  base  map  is  in  process  outlining  all 
permanent  landmarks  important  to  future  guidance.  This  will 
include  water  bodies  and  wetlands,  public  and  historical  build- 
ings, and  very  importantly,  a  Land  Use  Survey  for  which  applica- 
tion has  already  been  made  to  the  Conservation  Office.  Because 
of  their  backlog,  this  survey  may  not  be  completed  until  1978.  It 
is  a  mapped  report  of  the  nature  of  land  beneath  the  surface. 
This  will  have  an  important  effect  in  determining  what  land  is 
suitable  for  building  purposes  and  may  ultimately  indicate  the 
need  of  some  rezoning. 

The  Board  drew  up  11  proposals  for  Zoning  amendments. 
Subsequently  it  tabled  or  withdrew  5  of  them  for  various  reasons, 
leaving  6  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  1973  Annual  Meeting.  Public 
Hearings  were  held  October  16th  and  December  4th. 

A  proposal  to  change  the  boundaries  of  the  Business  Zone 
was  tabled  because  it  required  too  much  time  for  presentation 
this  year. 

Open  space  legislation  was  enacted  by  the  State  as  a  measure 
to  induce  land  owners  to  hold  their  land  rather  than  be  forced 
to  sell  to  developers. 

A  legal  interpretation  of  the  25-foot  setback  for  buildings 
clarified  a  previous  questionable  situation.  25-feet  from  the  road- 
way now  means  25-feet  from  the  front  of  a  building  to  the  pro- 
perty line  ,not  to  the  shoulder  or  center  of  the  road. 

There  was  a  suggestion  of  a  long-range  plan  to  convert 
Zephyi-  Lake  into  a  town  reservoir.  No  action  was  taken  as  it  in- 
volves much  discussion  and  technical  study. 

There  were  many  outside  meetings,  most  of  which  were  not 
attended  by  members  of  the  Board.  This  includes  meetings  of  the 
Watershed    Association,    Regional    Planning    Commission,    en- 


vironmental  problems,  seminars  and  instruction  courses.  The 
State  is  so  alive  with  planning  related  activities  that  individual 
private  citizens  can  scarcely  cope  with  them. 

A  new  Building  Code  was  among  this  year's  proposals.  It 
should  be  explained  that  the  proposal  was  strictly  a  beginning.  A 
Building  Code  is  essential  but,  even  for  a  limited  one,  it  can  be 
complicated. 

The  Planning  Board  has  an  increasingly  difficult  job  in  the 
future,  not  only  to  correct  errors  and  deficiencies  in  the  present 
Ordinance,  but  to  begin  to  follow  the  dictates  of  a  long-range 
policy.  We  note  that  Peterborough  has  asked  its  residents  what 
kind  of  a  town  they  want  in  the  future.  This  is  an  important 
question  when  you  think  about  it. 


RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

"Those  Were  the  Days"  was  the  theme  of  the  annual  "Whing 
Ding"  but  "these  are  the  days"  was  the  tune  of  the  Greenfield 
Recreation  Committee.  New  people,  places  and  ideas  character- 
ized "Whing  Ding  72".  A  small,  energetic  group  initiated  the 
action  to  clear  the  Goyette  property  of  rubbish  in  order  to  make 
the  site  suitable  for  the  July  4th  activities.  Every  weekend  in  May 
and  June  saw  the  committee  and  other  volunteers  razing  brush 
and  raising  blisters.  Although  it  rained  nearly  every  day  in  the 
month  of  June,  the  sun  smiled  on  Greenfield  July  1st  and  2nd 
for  the  duration  of  the  Whing  Ding.  Commencing  with  a  bicycle 
and  doll  carriage  parade,  the  activities  on  the  midway  featured 
an  assortment  of  rides,  booths,  games  and  a  flea  market.  Sunday's 
parade  featured  the  Wheelmen,  the  Blind  Connemarra,  antique 
autos  and  numerous  floats.  Events  on  the  midway  Sunday  in- 
cluded an  arts  and  crafts  show,  and  closed  with  the  usual  sump- 
tuous display  of  fireworks.  The  profits  realized  from  the  "Whing 
Ding"  pay  for  many  of  the  town's  activities  for  the  children,  in- 
cluding their  school's  Field  Day  activities  and  refreshments. 

New  bases  and  equipment  were  purchased  for  the  Little 
League,  whose  new  practice/game  area  became  the  Goyette  pro- 
party.  By  the  end  of  the  season,  it  became  apparent  that  the  boys 
needed  new  uniforms  to  bolster  their  egos.  The  Rec  Com  voted  to 
purchase  new  uniforms  when  a  suitable  uniform  had  been 
chosen  by  their  coach. 

A  dozen  children  received  swimming  lessons  at  Camp  Unioji,. 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  RecCom  and  the  auspices  of  Camp 
Union.  Our  sincere  thanks  to  Mr.  Stone  and  Mr.  Gingerich.  The 
children  were  able  to  practice  diving  from  the  raft  which  the 
RecCom  outfitted  with  a  new  canvas  top.  And  the  beach  at  Sunset 
Lake  received  a  daily  raking  and  cleaning. 

An  "Old  Fashioned  Apple  Pie  Bake"  was  a  money-making 
project  during  the  foliage  weekend.  Members  mixed,  rolled  and

baked  125  apple  pies  one  Sunday  morning  for  the  benefit  of 
Little  League  uniforms.  The  menu  was  rounded  out  by  hot  dogs 
and  sauerkraut,  fresh  Vermont  cheese,  cider  and  coffee. 

The  annual  Halloween  Party  for  the  children  had  a  bonus 
this  year  in  the  form  of  "Karatoum  the  Magician".  A  peanut 
hunt,  apple  bob  and  donut  catch  rounded  out  the  evening's  en- 
tertainment. 

When  the  Fire  Department  voted  not  to  have  their  usual 
Thanksgiving  Turkey  Raffle,  the  RecCom  approached  them  to 
hold  the  Raffle  for  this  year  only.  An  enjoyable  evening  was  had 
by  all. 

The  sponsorship  of  activities  was  a  very  important  need  in 
the  town,  and  the  RecCom  sponsored  the  Boy  Scouts,  the  Girl 
Scouts,  and  a  Hockey  Team  for  the  youth  of  Greenfield.  Folks- 
reation  is  another  activity  sponsored  by  the  RecCom,  but  this 
time  for  the  Senior  Citizens. 

The  last  activity  of  the  1972  year  was  the  annual  Christmas 
Party,  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Greenfield  Elementary  School. 
The  school  children  put  on  a  play,  and  provided  musical  enter- 
tainment for  their  parents  and  younger  brothers  and  sisters. 
Santa  arrived  with  a  present  and  candy  for  each  child  from 
newborn  to  grade  six.  The  RecCom  provided  refreshments  for 
everyone  before  they  went  home. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Recreation  Com- 
mittee —  official  or  otherwise  —  who  helped  make  all  of  our  acti- 
vities such  a  success.  Without  their  unflagging  help,  we  never 
would  have  made  it  through  the  year.  There  is  still  much  to  be 
done,  but  the  Town  must  realize  that  this  is  a  Town  Project, 
sponsored  by  and  for  the  people  of  Greenfield  for  the  benefit  of 
their  children.  With  everyone  pulling  his  share,  the  Recreation 
Committee  can  reach  even  higher  goals  in  the  future!
